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RETROSPECT OF 1876, 


Foreign Relation. THE negociations for 
the settlement of the Yiinnan ontrage 
ocenpy the first place in the history of 
Foreign relations during the past, as 
they did daring the previous, year. We 
recapitalated in our last chapter the 
earlier usps which had been taken by 
the British Minister, to secure re- 
poration for Margary’s murder, and 
the insolent attack on Colonel Browne's 
party. Li Han-chang had been sent 
to Yiinnan to investigate and report 
upon the case; and Messrs. Grosvenor, 
Davenport, and Baber had heen dele- 
gated on behalf of the British Govern- 
ment to attend the enquiry. Certain 
subordinate officials had been degraded, 
and a few savages were under arrest 
on the ostensible charge of having been

We are still without an official report 
of what took place at the enquiry, and 
strangely little bas leaked out indirectly, 
of the manner in which it was con- 
ducted. We are left to infer, however, 
that it was carefally misdirected by the 
Chinese, so as to screen the real insti- 
gators of the crime; no one higher than 
afew local mandarins having been incal- 
pated. And Sir Thomas Wade emphati- 
cally declined to accept the sacrifice 
of the savages who ‘were offered for 
execution as the -actdal agents. Cir- 
cumstances, in fact, which came publicly 
and privately to light both in Yiinnan 





and at Peking, led irresistibly to tho 


that they were instructed by the officials, 
who had come down from Momein, to 
warn the Burmese to separate them- 
selves, on the 23rd Feb., from the Eng- 
lishmen, as on that day tho party would 
be attacked, and the Chinese wished 
them to keep ont of the way of danger. 
We know enongh of official routine, in 
a country where the commonest incident: 
is reported from mandarin to mandarin 
till it reaches the highest or lowest in 
the series, to be sure that, independently 
of the letter delivered to him by Mr. 
Margary, such an incident as the issue 
of passports for a British expedition to 
enter Viinnan was made the subject of 
elaborate communication to the Gev- 
ernor, and that the officials under his 
control would be clearly instructed in 
the course they were intended to purene. 
Prince Kung avers, in fact, that copies 
of every document bearing on the subject 
which passed between him and. the 
British Minister were forwarded for the 
Governor's information. Yet, certain 
officials in the Momein prefecture 
organised an attack upon the expedition, 
and murdered one of its members. We 
required to know by whom this act of 
war was done. Who were the instiga- 
tors? Was it due to the hostility or 
carelessness of the instractions sent by 
the Yamén to the Governor; or to the 
hostility or carelessness of the Governor 
himself; or to the hostility of some 
local official ?_ The Governor himself 
was responsible not only in theory, 
by Chinese law, for such an act 
of violence within his jurisdiction, 
bat must be held so in fact for 
not. securing the safety of British 
officers, travelling under Imperial pass- 
port, who were officially announced and 
expected. We may rely, as wo said 
before, in a country where every in- 
cident becomes the subject of elaborate 
official report, .that the . Prefect of 
Momein was not left in ignorance of the 
intended visit of Colonel Browne's 
mission; and we may be equally sure 
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‘that the ct would not dare, either 
on his own responsibility, or in defiance 
of instractioi yppose it by force as 
it was opposed. Inx @ither case, he 
would have been sacrifiéed at the ‘outset, 
readily, gladly, to appease the 
of England. “The fault then recoiled 
upon the Governor, Had he been so 
careless as to’ Omit” giving’ instractions 
to his subordinates ? or had he given 
secret instructions to repel the threat 
ened intrasion, by force if necessary ? 
‘He would be responsible in either case ; 
but would the Central Government pro- 
teét him’ at the risk" of “war, if hé were 
the originhtor of “a ‘crime .comiitted 
against their will and im defiance of 
their instructions? ‘Yet Li Han-chang’s 
fitst memorial expressly exculpated him: 
We are driven, then, to look-higher 
still for the‘aource ‘of the crime, and'to 
suspéct the “inspiration ‘as emanating 
from Peking itself,—a secrét instruction 
neutralising’ the promises made to the 
British Minister. If. therefore - the 
central Government declined to'produce 
thé author, they must themselves accept 
the responsibility ; and tender such an 
apology and makesnch ample reparation 
as should’ atone for the past, and 
satisfy: the English Government and 
Nation that such outrages are not likely 
to recur in the future. 

Tt seems to have‘been in this spirit 
that Sir Thomas Wade're-opened ne- 
gotintions; sfter learning from Mr. Gros- 
venor the result of the enquiry. He 
told 'the ‘Peking statesmen in’ plain 
words that it was the Imperial Govern- 
nient ‘ho held responsible,: and ‘that:he 
would only accept. such reparation as 
might be afforded by the Government 
itself for its perfidy. And a distinct 
intimation was given that he had the 
emphatic support ‘of the British Govern- 
ment in his demands, by the despatch 
of four powerfal frigates—the Narcissus, 
Immortalité, Newcastle, and Topaze, 
under the command of Admiral Rowley 
Lambert, to reinforce the squadron 
already in Chinese waters:: The 
Chinese were, however, evidently 
still slow to accept the hint, for the 
British Minister abruptly withdrew 
from Peking, in the month of June, 
and it became apparent that the neces- 
sity of exacting reparation by force of 
arms was more than ever imminent. 
Nearly coincidently with Sir Thomas 
‘Wade's arrival in Shanghai, the British 
delegates retarned from Yiinnan; and 
an‘ opportunity was afforded for an oral 
explanation of the circumstances of the 
enquiry. Soon after, Mr. Grosvenor 
was despatched to report in person to 
the Foreign Office in London. 

Sir Thomas Wade's departure from 
Poking seems atlengthtchave convinced 
the Government of the gravity of the 
situation ; for tentative efforts were 
soon after made to re-open negotiations. 
At first it was: rumoured that Shen 
Pao-chéng, the new Viceroy of the Two 
Kiang, had been commissioned to ap- 
proach the British Minister with this 
object; bat a clear intimation was 
given that such a step would be useless 
unless his commission were really pleni- 
potentiary;. and this was seemingly 
not the case, as the Viceroy did not 
‘pursue his endeavour. Soon afterwards, 
however, it. became known that the 
Grand Secretary Li Hung-chang had

have been induced to come to Tientsin 
to visit Li, instead of the latter 

ing to Chefoo to approach the 
representative of England, the position 
would lave been delightfully reversed, 
and a degree of prestige gained in 
the eyes of the Chinese, which would 
have gone far to compensate the 
Government for any substantial 
concessions it might afterwards be re- 
qnired to make. The usual device of a 
popular outbreak was resorted to. The 
* people” of Tientsin were moved to 
deter their Viceroy from adventuring 
into the hands of his enemies. Hints 
of forcible detention even were held’out, 
and two Mandarins were despatched to 
beg that Sir Thomas wonld recognise 
the difficulty in which Li foand him- 
self, and come on to him instead of 
obliging Li_ to resist the demand of his 
subjects. The temptation. however, to 
place himself in the position of asup- 
plicant, by ¥eturning whence he had 
come to re-open negociations’ which 
he had abruptly closed, was resisted 
he the British Minister; and the 

ihinese accepted the position. Li Hung- 
thang left at once for Chefoo, where 
he arrived on the 18th of August, 
and where he was joined almost 
simultaneously by Sir Thomas Wade. 
We have yet to learn from the 
Official:Blue Books which will doubt- 
less now soon be forthcoming, the 
details of the negociations which ensued. 
Ontsiders have, so far, been ‘ited 
only to view the full dress performance, 
and are ignorant of the preparator 
straggles before the curtain was raised. 
‘There was however, no lack of spectators, 
of whom sonie may have been expected 
to exercise the privilege of habitaés in 
obtaining a look behind the scenes. 
The Mimsters for Ru:."a, Austria and 
America, for North-Germany, Spain 
and France, all gathered at the little 
watering place to watch the course of 
the diplomatic duel and get the earliest 
information of its result. The whole 
were entertained by Li Hung-chang at 
‘a brilliant banquet, when toasts were 
drunk and amicable speeches inter- 
changed; and the Grand Secretary 
himself visited the British iron-clad 
Audacious, whose batteries he 
discharged by the electric appliances 
with which she is farnished. 

Of how the negociations were going 
on inthe meantime, we heard only con- 
tradictory rumours to which it is an- 
n to refer. Butat length; after 
a month's interested suspense, the news 
arrived that an agreement had been 
come to between the two Plenipoten- 
tiaries and signed by them on the 13th 
September, subject to the ratification 
of their respective Governments. This 
ratification was accorded at Peking four 
days subsequently, and the sanction of 
the British Government is believed to 
have been received by telegram imme- 
diately before the official publication * of 
the text.

The Convention is an“embodiment 
and continuation of the ‘political condi- 
tions insisted ‘on by'Sir Thomas Wade 
in the previous’ antumn, and lays down 
certai (ditions for the°éxtension of 
commercial intercourse. The great 
object which the British Minister had 
in view, as he explained in a subsequent 
speech ‘at Shanghai, ‘wid how’ best to 
prevent the recurrence of outrdgeséuch 
as that to which the negotiations owed 
their origin.” With this object it was 
stipulated ‘that Li ‘Hung-cliang should 
address to the Throne a memorial recit- 
ing the” circumstances “of Margary’s 
marder, and asserting the right of 
Foreigners to travel, and be protected, 
throughout the Empire. This docu- 
ment, together with the Imperial edict 
approving the settlement and expressing 
regret for the occurrence, was to be 
embodied in a proclamation to be posted 
in every city, town, and village through- 
out the Empire. The right to cond a 
Mission from India to Yiinnan was 
re-affirmed, and the appointment of 
a British Resident in the province, 
and the opening up of trade acréss'the 
frontier, were stipulated for. ‘An in- 
demnity was to be pa. to the families 
of tho officers and others killed in 
Yiinnan, on account of the expenses 
occasioned by that outrage, and on 
account of various outstanding claims 
of British merchants, And an Embassy 
was to be sent’ to England, bear- 
ing an Imperial letter expressing 
regret for what had happened in 
Yiinnan; the text of the letter itself 
having been submitted for Sir Thomas 
Wade's previous approval—The second 
section tends to improve the conditions 
of official intercourse, and stipulates 
that measares sl be taken for 
the more effective administration of 
jastice—The third provides for the 
extension of commercial intercourse by 
the opening of the Yangtzo to Ichang, 
with the additional riverine port of 
Wuhan in Anhwei, and the right of call 
for foreign steamers at two additional 
ports in Anhwei, one in Kiangsi, and 
three in Hukwang. Two additional 
ports are to be opened on the coast— 
viz., Wénchow in Chekeang, and Pakhoi 
in Kwangtung. The right of foreign 
goods to travel inland on payment of 
Bp per cont. transit dues, irrespective 
of ownership, is affirmed, and certain 
other points’ in connection with the 
transit system are more clearly 
defined. The right is conceded to the 
British Government of stationing a 
Consnlar agent at Chungking; and the 
intention is asserted, of sending a mis- 
sion of exploration to India through 
Thibet. {The exemption of foreii 
goods from lekin dues within the limits 
of the foreign Settlements is recog- 
nised; and a Commission is to be 
appointed to enquire into the blockade 
grievance at Hongkong. 

Oar parpose here is to record rather 
than to comment upon the incidents of 
the year. Bat we may remark that 
the ‘points in the Convention which 
have been most keenly criticised, are 
the indemnity and the inferential re- 
cognition of lekin outside the Settle. 
ments, by the stipulation that it shall 
not be collected within their limits, 











It is admitted that the task of following 
the goods and endeavouring to protect 
them from lekin, in inland cities, would 
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~ be exceedingly difficult ; but the protest 
of illegality would operate as some check 
on exactions, while the implied recogni- 
te is an encouragement to taxation.

The negociations ended, Sir Thomas 
Wade paid a short visit to Peking, soon 
afterwards returning to Shanghai, on his 
waytoEngland. Anoppreciativeaddress 
was presented to him on his departure, 
signed by a large number of residents. 
Sir Thomas left for England on the 
28rd November. ted 

The Chinese have since shown readi- 
ness to fulfil the conditions. The pro- 
clamation® stipulated forhas been issued; 
and, so. far as we learn, seems to be 
freely posted. The mission of apology 
left he England on the 1st December. 
A disposition has been shown to observe 
more courtesy towards foreign officials. 
Mr. Baber has left to take up his post 
at Chungking.

Gray arrived here Monday, from Chefoo, 
by the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company’s steamer Yehsin, It seems that 
the barque struck on what is known as 
Double Island, and has since become = 
total wreck. 

‘We mentioned some time ago that the 
atern-wheel steamer Paokong had been 
sold to some Chinese, and was to begin 
running to Hankow.

The downfall of water is natur- 
ally having a desirable effect on the 
river, the water at Hankow rising six- 
teon iuches from the 27th ult. to the 
Int inst, There were corresponding risings 
in the navigable channels at Hunter aud 
Olyphant Islands. The Szechuen reports

MONEY WASTED ON ABSEXALS. 
Artes the peaceful termination of its 
difficulty with England, and at a time 
when its foreign relations—unless in- 
deed in the case of the mysterious 
trouble with Spain—are unusually 
frieudly, it would have seemed likely 
thet the Chinese Government would 
retrench its expenditure on the manu- 
facture of munitions of war. Unless 
the hundreds of thousands of guns and 
small arms that bave been turned out 
ab ita several arsenals are deliberately 
thrown into the sea, it must have 
sufficient not only to arm every soldier 
in the country, but io furnish an ample 
reserve; and the moment would appear 
opportune to stop the drain which these 
arsenals have proved on the resources 
of the country. As we have often 














pointed out, memorials in the Peking | | 


Gazette from every quarter of the 
Empire complain of a deficientexchequer 
and inability to exact farther sums 
from the people. Operations indeed at 
the Shanghai Arsenal are said to have 
been greatly curtailed of late, from 
want of money; and the same report 
reaches us from Fohkien, Yet, in face 
of these financial embarrassments, we 
find in the Gazette of the 7th January 
® proposal put forward to establish a 
new Arsenal in Szechuen. Ting Pao- 
chéng, the late Governor of Shantung 
‘and newly appointed Vicoroy of Sze- 
chuen, purposes to apply in his new 
province the principle he adopted in 
the old one. He has oreated an 
Arsonal in the capital of Shantung, 
which he assures the Emperor he 
leaves under flourishing auspices; and 
he wishes now to create another one 
in Szechuen. Ho “has learnt that the 
“troops in that province are accus- 
“tomed to the use of foreign rifles, 
“but that their supplies of such 
apons are derived from Shanghai. 
fot only is the prime cost’ of the 
“weapons considerable, but, owing 
“to the distance to be traversed, 
“tho cost of transport is extremely 
“heavy.” Beside this, there is rea- 
son to apprehend that trickery and 
imposition on the part of the foreign 
importers is not always to be avoided. It 
sted, moreover, that “the art of re- 
pairing foreign firearms is unknown 
in Saechuen, ‘and on the occurrence 
of the least defect a weapon which 
may have cost ten or fifteen taels is 
thrown aside as useless.” The waste 
which is thus entailed, by the necessity 
for providing fresh supplies, is no 
doubt, as the memorialist remarks, 
great; and he makes out a fair cage for 
taking with him a first-class .armourer 
with the necessary tools aid workmen. 
But when he proposes to take an 
officer who will’ be “authorised to 
purchase machinery with the object 
both. of enabling old material to be 
put and kept’ in working order, and 
also to enable the implements of 
warfare to he manufactured on the 
























spot,” we can only see a proposal 
to create another Arsenal in addi- 
tion to those which have already 
proved such. heavy burden on the 
national finan We can believe that 
“trickery and imposition on the 
part of foreign importers” are some- 
times encountered; though the fanlt 
would then lie quite as much with the 
Chinese who buy rubbish as with those 
who offer it for sale, and the case of 
the Foochow mandarins who have lately 
come to grief for sharing the profits of 
such a transaction, occurs to our mind. 
But why not apply to the existing 
arsenals? Cannot Szechiuen buy rifles 
from Kiangsu? Is there not the Shang- 
hai Arsenal, worked by Chinese,in whom 
of course “ trickery and imposition” are 
not to be suspected? Could not this 
Arsenal, now working on short time 
for want of funds, be usefully em- 
ployed, instead of new capital being 
out in the creation of a 
imilar institution in Szechuen? It 
is both irritating and painful to 
hear of such waste of money, in view 
of the known condition of the country. 
Shantung is at present suffering from 
a scarcity which compels the emigration 
en masse of its peasantry, to districts 
south of the Yangtze where they may 
hope to find the food which bas 
failed them at home; and of Szecbuen, 
the late Viceroy wrote only twelve 
months ago, requesting sanction to the 
levy of forced contributions on the 
ground that the annual revenu 
habitually fallen short 
ties of the provincial 
treasury ; and now large extra demands 
were made upon it for the war

the capital, and other matters, the 
high provincial authorities “could 
deviso no other resource than that of

MISGOVERNMENT IN CHINA. 


Ir wo are to judge of the utility of a 
government by ite effects on the well- 
being of ite subjects, we are driven to 
assign to that of China avery low rank 
inpoint of efficiency. The present famine 
in the North was foreseen months before 
nce. Yet no steps were taken 
state of affairs known to 
be impending. No facilities were offered 
for importing food at places along the 
coast, and no measures were taken for 
conveying it inland, even if it had ar- 
rived. More than this, no precautions 
wore taken for preserving sucl 
of food as actually e: 

famine-stricken districts. 








Tt seems, 
even, that it was no crime to plunder 
the stores of a rich man, as we bad 
an account last year of the burning of 
8 wealthy individual's granaries, be- 
sides himself and his own family— 






without a hint of interference oF 
punishment by the Governing powers. 
‘We now see the result of all these 
things in the North. The people are 
starving all round, yet there are no 
markets, because through misgovern- 
ment nothing oan be brought to 
market. No food exists in the interior, 
and none has been brought to it because 
it was known that no protection would 
be afforded to the importer ; or rather 
that he would be held up to publio- 
exeoration as & forestaller, one who 
meant to make himself fat at the ex- 
pense of the people! People have 
goods to sell, but they are not 
food, and worth money es they 
they yet are inexchangeable be- 
cause practically irremoveable. Soth 
people who have anything left havo 
no resoures but to quit their honses, and 
go wandering where they may exchange 
theirlast coin fora mess of congeo water. 
These starving multitudes wandering 
about the country are an ugly fact, 
too apparent to be over-looked, 80 the 
local mandarins get a few matsheds 
ran up and dole ont s starvation al- 
lowance of congee gruel, taking care to 
claim credié for their paternal care, and 
for @ generosity exercised at the cost 
of their subjects. Yet, while barely 
sufficient food to sustain life can be 
afforded to the starving people, it is 
curious to observe how, even in the most 
distant distriote, money is found for 
erything excopt what is most needed. 
i Hung-chang, in the heart of the 
famine-stricken districts, finda money 
enough to purchase steamers to ran 
on the river Yangtszo in opposition . 
to regular traders, and with the almost 
openly avowed object of making trade 
a mandarin monopoly, 
not © case of necessity, 

















one of offering better facilities for the 
improvement of the country. On the 
contrary, it is done simply to interfere 
with unfettered trade, and what is 
worse, to do this at the expense of « 
country in the throes of @ famine for 
which ‘bad government is largely re- 
sponsible. But useless expenditure 
does not cease here; and we hear con- 
tinually of money being sent sbroad, 
not to purchase mining machinery, rail 
way plant, or any other of the thousand.

‘REGULATIONS FOR THE BELIEF OP 
REFUGE! 
(Sinpao. ) 
‘Wang, Che-hsien of Ts-ing-pu, has presented 
a report, respecting the measures adopted by 
him for the relief of the refugees, which has 
been already published in this paper. We 
now translate into English the six regulations 
embodied in this document, for the benefit of 
thove engaged in the ‘administration of 
charitable affa 
1. If there are any starving people desirous 
of selling their wives and children to buy food, 
Prgslamations mast at once be iseued for. 
idding any person to purchase them. Nor 
must any intermarriages take place between 
the refugees and other people, in order to 
prevent the smallest commencement of 
interoourse. If these proclamations aro dis- 
regarded, the offenders will be dealt with 
according to the laws for the punishment of 
kidnapping. 
‘The regulations with respect to the 
i ion of relief must be stringently 
‘On and after the 22nd day of the 
tenth moon, each adult ( refugee ) is to re 
twenty-four cash a day ; and each ol 
twelve cash. ‘The Che-lisiens of every dis 
must follow this rule exactly, in order that 
refugees may not be tempted 'to flock to one
